4. The Army War College is developing a new Graduate 
Degree Program ("Co-op") in conjunction with two Pennsylvania \j( 
schools: Penn State University and Shippensburg State College. 

(MA in Public Administration at the first, and MA in Political 
Science, or Education, at the second. ) AWC had a former arrangement 
with George Washington University and conducted the same type 
of "Masters Co-op" as is still in existence at the Naval War 
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College, National War College, and ICAF. Air War College 
switched from GWU in 1968, and affiliated with Auburn 
University. In the case of this new Army War arrangement, 
however, students must attend a summer session (29 June - 
8 August); the War College regular session begins on 10 August 
1970. The negotiations take into account the American Council 
on Education's recommendation that a graduate institution should 
award up to 12 semester hours transfer credit for the War College 
curriculum.

with American University in our Off-Campus program for 
seven semesters. Six of these have been on the graduate level. 

In applying for his first graduate course, Mr. stated25X1 A 

that he had never been denied admission to a graduate school; 
when, in fact, he had been denied admission to the graduate 
school of American University. Upon hi s return from a two- 
year assignment in Saigon, Mr . attempted to apply fc25X1A 

degree candidacy at AU and get credit for the off-campus courses. 
He was told by the AU Registrar that because of the above 
falsification, he could not now or ever take courses at AU or be 
admitted for degree candidacy. After an interview with a member 
of Dean Stutts 1 staff, Mr. ^^^^^|was able to obtain a reciss25X1A 
of the denial of admission by the School of Government and Public 
Administration and to receive a tentative promise of acceptance 
by the Department of Economics. At no time was this office or 
the Agency used to pressure or negotiate for a reversal of the 
original decision. Close contact was maintained with David

8. The University of Tulsa (undergraduate) and Southern 
Illinois University (graduate) are attempting to set up programs 
similar to the University of Oklahoma's "residence" courses. 
Brochures are being sent to AIR explaining the programs. 
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9. Joe Johnston of George Washington University called 
to inform us of tentative plans for G. W. ' s Off-Campus program 
for Fall 1970. In April, the University would like to meet with 
the various organizations like CIA, Research Analysis Corp. , 
General Motors, et al, who would have an interest in having an ^ 
Off-Campus Center in the McLean and Reston areas. They 
plan an open program mostly on the graduate level but are 
contemplating a cooperative arrangement with Northern Virginia 
Community College and the University of Virginia, NorthltkEGIB 
Virginia Center for an undergraduate program. They will continue 
to keep us informed and will issue a formal invitation to attend 
the planning meeting. 

10. We processed 51 Agency requests to hear speakers at 
the National War College in March - a record.
